a. Sabjeet, whose present addrus is the Hotel Peoaion* Sohoenbliek* 
Borrenberg/Disibaeh* Xreis Heidelberg* and a friend* Tfemer^(wiR}li'* bora 27 June 
1911 * walked in to CIO's offioe in Bei^lberg* on about 8/9une 1957» Subjeet 
alleged she was oontaeted by CIO end another vinnued Asierioan Intelligenoe agenoy 
in Berlin* and by (Fhn) FH7I! fron CIO in Cln while Subjeet wu being preoesaed 
through refugee eaa^ during Msy» 

b. On 24 Septesdier I9S7* Subjeet again approaohed OlC's offiee in 
Heidelberg* and ra^[uuted CIO ualstaaee in retrierlng her personal identifleation 
papers trem 0FSS1S9* She stated that BMJWIHO had taken her original tes^rary 
papers and proTlded her with a photestatle eopy and that she now needs the original 
papers in order to obtain penunent Identlfioatlon papers from ffisst Oerman Federal 
dowonament* 8be further stated that her 18 year old dau|^tsr had sent a registered 
letter to a Oftax) KiFLE in Berlin rSqnssting return of her 1 dent ifl oat inn papers 
but that tha letter bad returned beoaose the address* a Post Offiee Box* had been 
▼Boated. Svdijeot states that KAPL£ is an OI^WIHO representative although the 
daughter believes he is only a friend with influence in the Berlin Passport Offioe. 
fiubjeot eoatuted the Heidelberg offioe beeaase she had been instruoted not to 
oontast UPSWISO. 

o. On 6 Ootober 1957* Subjeet phoned CIO's Eeidelborg offioe and asked 
fbr in£br«atlon on the status of her request for her original personal identifi- 
cation papers. Per previous instruetions* she was told to wait until eontuted 
by people from her organisation.
